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Boris Johnson, called on the club to press ahead 
with its Northumberland Development Project 
and help kick-start major regeneration in the area. 

Mr Johnson and Haringey Council leader 
Clair Kober, have both urged the club to move 
on urgently with its proposal to build a new sta¬ 
dium now it has been given planning approval. 

Representatives from the council and the 
Greater London Authority met Mr Levy and 
senior Tottenham executives last week to lay a 
£17million joint offer on the table that would 
see a raft of public realm and transport 
improvements made as part of a long-term 
regeneration package. 

The mayor’s package includes £5m for vital 
infrastructure and public realm works and 
£3.5m worth of funding to secure key improve¬ 
ments to transport links to and from the area at 
Tottenham Hale and White Hart Lane stations. 

The offer means that the club would be 
relieved of all planning gain requirements - 
contingency agreements to invest in public 
services which are often associated with large 
scale developments. 

This means the Northumberland Park pro¬ 
ject now relies solely on a commercial deci¬ 
sion by Tottenham Hotspur on whether to go 
ahead with their proposals. 

Mr Johnson said: “Tottenham Hotspur have 
long been an integral part of the community and 
by staying true to its roots the club now has the 


power to revolutionise an area of the capital that 
has been neglected for far too long. 

“The club know there is no more money avail¬ 
able from the public purse and I sincerely hope 
that they accept the offer we have made. It is not 
just in the best interests of Tottenham Hotspur 
and the fans of this great London club, but of the 
wider north London community.” 

Ms Kober added that it was “critically impor¬ 
tant” that Spurs commit to Tottenham. 

However, Mr Levy’s comments implied there 
was still some way to go before any sort of 
formal agreement. 

“We are the major employer and economic 
driver in the area and are now the only major 
private sector business here that is looking to 
invest and play its part in the regeneration of an 
area which has suffered from decades of under¬ 
investment,” he said. 

“The proposed stadium scheme and wider 
area development has the potential to lever 
hundreds of millions of pounds worth of much- 
needed regenerative development to Totten¬ 
ham. But we cannot be expected to do this 
single-handedly. 

“We have seen land values fall again post the 
recent riots and this is a further concern for the 
club as it considers the nature of the investment. 
The overall scheme requires a complex package 
of financing of which the correct level and 
nature of public support is critical.”

Inquest fails to shed 
further light on death 
of skier in the Alps 


MYSTERY still surrounds the death of 
a man from Haringey whose body was 
found underneath five metres of snow 
in the Alps. 

Nigel Jackson, 43, who was origi¬ 
nally from Liverpool, died while ski¬ 
ing on Christmas Day 2009. It was 
understood his body was found buried 
under snow in a ravine on Mont Blanc. 

Sitting at North London Coroners’ 
Court last Lriday, Caroline Sumeray 
gave the cause of death as “possible 
suffocation with or without hypother¬ 
mia”. She recorded a narrative verdict 
in the case. 

The family’s lawyers, Irwin Mitchell, 
said they had hoped the inquest would 
reveal more about the events leading 
up to Mr Jackson’s death and the 
apparent accident. 

His father, Peter, 70, said: “Nigel was 
very close to us and it is heartbreaking 
that we are unlikely to find out what he 
went through in his last hours. 

“It is devastating to have lost my son 
under these circumstances, but we 
hoped the inquest would at least help 
us to understand what went wrong.” 

Mr Jackson Snr said he was deter¬ 
mined to warn other skiers of the 
potential dangers on the slopes. 

“I won’t let what happened to Nigel 
go and I will fight to warn others of 
possible dangers,” he said. “Even if it 
saves one more life, it will have been 
worth it.”

POLICE are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses after a butcher was stabbed 
to death while at work on 
Thursday afternoon. 

Officers were called to Halal 
Pood Direct in The Broadway, 
Wood Green, just after 3pm to 
reports of a stabbing after an argu¬ 
ment between two men. 

Paramedics were called to treat 
a member of staff, believed to be 
in his early twenties. He was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. A 
postmortem is expected to take 
place today. 

No arrests have been made. 

Detective Chief Inspector Steven 
Lawrence, from the homicide and 
serious crime command, is leading 


the investigation into the stabbing. 
He said: “It appears there was dis¬ 
pute in the shop which resulted in 
the victim being stabbed. A man 
then made off on foot. 

“This incident occurred in a busy 
area in the middle of the afternoon 
and we need to hear from any wit¬ 
nesses who have not yet come for¬ 
ward. Did you see anything that 
may be of use? Did you see in 
which direction the suspect ran off? 

“It is essential that anyone with 
information contacts the police as 
soon as possible.”

Dance event set 
to battle cancer

NEXT month 5,000 Zumba fans will gather at 
Alexandra Palace to dance their way into the 
record books to raise money for a cancer charity. 

The event, which will be held on Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 16 and include a performance by hip-hop 
artist Wyclef Jean, will be run in partnership with 
Party In Pink and Cure Cancer University Col¬ 
lege London Hospital. 

Cure Cancer was founded by Sandra Hamil¬ 
ton, alongside her niece Lynsey, 18, from Mill 
Hill. Sandra, who was diagnosed with non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma in 2007, launched the 
charity with the aim that every penny donated 
would go to charity. “All charities are great,” she 
said, “but their administration costs are too high. 
I wanted to start a charity where all the costs are 
done for free.” 

She does this by recruiting businesses, such as 
Natwest, to sponsor the charity’s events or pro¬ 
vide services free of charge. 

This means that all donations made go directly 
into funding research into non-Hodgkin’s lym¬ 
phoma at University College Hospital, and other 
charities chosen by sponsors. 

Apart from raising money, Sandra also wants to 
raise awareness of terminal cancers such as non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 

“In my type of cancer, the survival rate is only 
35 per cent. And what is worse is that it’s now hit¬ 
ting the 20-year-olds. The treatment that you 
have is so painful, and it’s hard to see young 
people go through it.” 

It makes it all the more heartening therefore, 



that many supporters of Cure Cancer are in that 
age range, including her niece Lynsey. 

“I’m amazed that most of the members of the 
community are around Lynsey’s age. The average 
age is 25.” 

Despite her condition Sandra is committed to 
her role with Cure Cancer, which she describes as 
a “full-time job”, and is focused on raising as 
much money as possible. “I want to live, I want 
to survive and I want to help others,” she said.

Slave’s passionate fight to 
give women a new voice 



RAZIYE AKKOC previews A Slave Story 


TELLING the heartbreaking and hopeful story of 
black women and their history, A Slave Story 
hopes to move and inspire its audience. 

Part of the Millfield Arts Centre’s new season, 
the play focuses on the impact of slavery on nine 
generations of women from West Africa to Britain. 

But writer and director Yaw Asiyama, 45, is not 
telling a story simply about slavery’s impact 
on the slave. The Ghanaian-born playwright 
explores the effect on the family and women 
especially. 

“Because I believe history has not focused on 
women, I wanted women’s voice to be heard,” 
he said. “History focuses on a man’s mediocre 
actions but a woman must do something great, 
like win a war, to have her story told. 

“I just thought to myself, ‘Why isn’t there a great 
story about women?’ A Slave Story is a story of 
slavery from a woman’s viewpoint.” 

Set over a long period, Yaw’s play has an all¬ 
female cast of 11 and a gospel choir, promising 
a musically rich production. 

Yaw is deeply passionate about the play he 
wrote within two weeks nearly six years ago. 

“Once I wanted to write it, it all happened 
really quickly,” he said. 

Since it opened in 2005 it has played to thou¬ 
sands of people including a packed-out Milton 
Keynes Theatre of more than 1,200 back in 


2007 - the bicentennial year of the abolishment 
of slavery. 

The play’s popularity grew after civil rights cam¬ 
paigner Reverend Jesse Jackson saw the play 
at Milton Keynes and was enthralled. “He called 
me and I didn’t believe it was him. I thought it 
was a friend playing a prank!” 


Aimed at those of any age, Yaw wanted it to 
be accessible, “It’s a play that my children can 
also watch”, the father of four added. 

• A Slave Story will be shown as part of Black 
History Month and runs from October 12 to Octo¬ 
ber 14.

“TOO often with new pubs you lose 
the local feel to them,” said restau¬ 
rant manager Jason Timms. “What I 
aim for is to bring back the local and 
get to know the residents. We 
already have a lot of regulars.” 

The latest addition to the Hendon 
pub scene is more food-focused, 
more child-friendly and has more of 
a countryside feel than many townie 
pubs - as reflected in its title (named 
after a ladybird). 

Spacious and well laid-out, the 
restaurant is comfortable with a 
relaxed atmosphere.

There is a “two meals for ten 
pounds” offer as well as a “lighter 
options” selection. The lighter 
dishes contain no more than 500 
calories and the menu has been 
marked clearly where a dish con¬ 
tains two of your five vegetable por¬ 
tions for the day. 

But it’s not just the gourmands 
who are well catered for. Those inter¬ 
ested in real ales can enjoy a fan¬ 
tastic selection, including Marstons 
Pedigree, Snecklifter and a selection 
of guest ales, while the kids can eat 
for free and the restaurant has a sep¬ 
arate section for families. 

The Dovecote also boasts its own 


“tortilla factory”, where children can 
play with their food in a constructive 
way by making their own tortillas. 

Open for only a few weeks, Jason 
reckons the Dovecote has every¬ 
thing going for it:

KYLE WALKER admitted that he could 
not have picked the better time to score 
his first goal for Tottenham Hotspur 
after he sealed victory for Spurs over 
bitter rivals Arsenal in Sunday’s north 
London derby at White Hart Lane. 

With the match tied at 1-1 in the 73rd 
minute, the 21-year-old right-back set¬ 
tled the match when he collected the 
ball some 35 yards out and unleashed a 
ferocious shot which Arsenal keeper 
Wojciech Szczesny was unable to pre¬ 
vent from going into the net. 

“It doesn’t get much better than 
that,” he said. “I just picked the ball up 
and hit it. 

“It was a great feeling, my first north 
London derby. Hopefully there will be 
many more derbies and goals to come. 

“I just thought ‘why not have a go?’. 
If you don’t buy a lottery ticket, you 
don’t win the lottery. It was great to see 
it fly in. 

“Arsenal are a good team and we 
found it difficult at times, but we dug 
deep and got the result that we wanted.” 


Although the visitors dominated pos¬ 
session for long spells, Spurs always 
carried more of an attacking threat and 
Rafael van der Vaart gave them the lead 
shortly before half-time. 

Aaron Ramsey levelled the scores on 
52 minutes, but Tottenham continued to 
create the better chances and Walker’s 
strike sealed their fourth successive 
Premier League win. 

“We were the better team in the second 
half and deserved the win,” said man¬ 
ager Harry Redknapp. “We had a couple 
of great chances to finish them off and 
just couldn’t find that third goal. 

“In the first half they had more pos¬ 
session than us and it was difficult. 
Overall it was a fantastic performance 
and we’re playing well.” 

The win completed a good few days 
for Redknapp, who was named Barclays 
manager of the month for September 
on Friday as a result of Spurs’ fine 
recent form. 

“It’s always nice to win an award,” he 
added. “We have had a good month and 
played some good football, so I could 
not be more pleased.”
